It gives me pleasure to present to the people of China my 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the fiscal year 
ending January 31, 1958. As your Superintendent I always 
welcome the opportunity to discuss school affairs with the 
townspeople. 


ENROLLMENTS

TEACHING PERSONNEL 


The following new teachers were employed this past Sep- 
tember : 


Mrs. Marilyn Dwelley, a resident of Ellsworth, is teaching 
the first grade. Mrs. Dwelley has had two years of training at 
Washington State Teachers College. 


Mr. Norman Dwelley, a resident of Alexander, is teaching 
the seventh grade. Mr. Dwelley has two years of training at 
Washington State Teachers College. 


Miss Helen Hamlin is teaching art two days a week. She has 
had three years of training through Art Instruction Incor- 
porated and has had considerable experience in commercial 
advertising and commercial art both in and out of Maine. 
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Mrs. Constance Higgins is a helping teacher in grades five 
and eight. She is a graduate of the University of Maine and 
has had previous teaching experience at Erskine Academy 
and at the China Elementary School. 


Mrs. Eileen Williams has returned to China in the capacity 
of remedial reading teacher. Mrs. Williams is well known in 
this area as she has taught in China, Vassalboro, and Winslow 
since 1930; before that she was connected with the training 
school at State Teachers College. 


OTHER PERSONNEL 


Mrs. Violet Mackback is at the present time acting as 
assistant janitor while Mrs. Hazel Studholme fills in ag sub- 
stitute cook at Erskine Academy. 


Mrs. Rachel Cunningham has taken over one of Robert 
Buzzel’s bus routes formerly handled by Miss Elaine Lampher. 


Mr. Donald Spearen has taken over another bus route which 
was formerly handled by Mr. Hussey. 


FINANCE 


A complete financial statement of all school accounts will 
be found following this report. I should like, however, to men- 
tion something about the budget that is being presented by 
the China Superintending School Committee for considera- 
tion by the voters. The total over-all request for appropriation 
for schools has increased approximately $6,000. 


This increase can be broken down as follows: 


Instruction: Approximately $5,000 due to increases in 
teachers’ salaries according to the salary schedule that was 
adopted by the town two years ago, and a part-time remedial 
reading teacher that was employed last September. There has 
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also been a slight increase in janitor services and the renewal 
of contracts for two buses. 


Insurance: This account is up this year due to the way the 
policies were drawn up originally. 


Free High School: We will have approximately fifteen more 
high school students another year than we have at the present 
time. The Free High School account, however, should not in- 
crease too greatly unless tuition rates go up more than ex- 
pected. 


The Superintending School Committee is recommending 
that $500 be appropriated again this year for the hot lunch 
program. This appropriation is needed due to the possibility of 
a decrease in State subsidy in the lunch program, a decrease 
in surplus commodities being received, increase in the cost of 
food, and the increase in the cost of labor. 


ACADEMIC PROGRESS 


We have overcrowded conditions in four of our classrooms 
and we have had to have one teacher handle parts of two grades 
this past year; this is not an ideal situation. The children do 
appear to be making average progress. A testing program has 
indicated for several years that the children do not measure up 
to the grade level as compared with the national average. This 
is especially true in reading. The Superintending School Com- 
mittee took steps this past September to remedy this situation. 
It is a little early yet to report a definite progress of the read- 
ing program, but every indication is that progress is being 
made and a great many individual problems will be corrected. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS, REPAIRS, AND EQUIPMENT 


We did the following with the repair money that was allotted 
to us this past year: Purchased one floor machine, an exten- 
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sion to the gutter over the front door, grading of the school 
yard, a portion of which was surfaced with hot top, painting 
the outside of the building, new furniture for two rooms, re- 
pair to the cellar drain pipe across the road, a new 1,000-gallon 
outside underground oil tank, and the building of a vauitt 
around the well casing. 


We are asking for only $1,000 in the repairs account this 
year to cover miscellaneous things that may come up. The 
Committee recommends that as little as possible be done in the 
way of building and ground improvements until the town has 
had ample time to study the Sinclair Bill and how it can affect 
China. 


CONCLUSION 


Although our enrollment as of January 31, 1958 is seven 
less than at the same time last year, we cannot expect to see a 
steady decrease in enrollments for the coming years. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Superintending 
School Committee, the selectmen, the budget committee, the 
Parent-Teacher Association, the teaching staff, the janitors, 
bus drivers, lunch workers, and all other residents of the town 
with whom I have had dealings during the past year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


World tension, economic stress, life’s uncertainties all tend 
to give us a sense of instability. How better to meet these ten- 
sions than with good physical health and sound mental atti- 
tudes! In the increasingly expensive way we are living today, 
where are we able to spend so little and receive so much as is 
possible in the dollars spent to promote physical, mental and 
spiritual health ? 


Sixteen days have been spent in 1957 in health work in 
China: 

Six polio clinics were held to further immunize against this 
disease. 365 completed the series of three shots. 


Five Child Health Conferences were held. This has come to 
be a regular program of three conferences in the Spring and 
three in the Fall. 


Plans for 1958 include a school immunization program for 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox. This will 
be for ‘‘booster shots’’ as the consensus of opinion is that 
every child has had ample opportunity, through the Child 
Health Conference services to complete the series before en- 
tering school. 


Many attempts have been made to do the hearing tests, but 
through unforeseen difficulties this has not been done; how- 
ever, we hope to complete testing this Spring.

The year 1957 was not a good year as far as health was con- 
cerned, due to the Asian Influenza, which hit our community 
and spread so rapidly we were unable to report the cases by 
number. 


There were also quite a few cases of whooping cough, along 
with the flu, which were not diagnosed as such at the time. 


There have also been quite a few cases of measles and whoop- 
ing cough reported recently by the teachers, but very few by 
the parents and residents. The State Department urges both 
parents and residents to report all communicable diseases and 
anything else in this line that would be injurious to the health 
of our community, to the Health Department or Health Officer. 


The chairman of the Health Council wishes to express her 
thanks to people who have helped out at the clinics and other 
health projects. 


Dr. Mathews has also been a great help to us since he opened 
his office in Vassalboro and Palermo.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To Wallace W. Jones, a Constable in the Town of China, 
County of Kennebec, and State of Maine. 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of China, quali- 
fied by law to vote in the town affairs, to assemble at the 
Town House in said Town on Friday, the 7th day of March, 
A. D. 1958 at three o’clock in the afternoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles, to wit. 


Art. 1— To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2— To choose all necessary Town Officers for the en- 
suing year using the Australian system (Chap. 91, Sec. 15, R. S. 
1954). Polls open from 3:00 P.M. until 9:00 P.M. Balance of 
articles in warrant to be acted upon Saturday, March 8th at 
ten o’clock in forenoon. 


Art. 3— To choose one or more Constables for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 4— To choose one or more Fire Wards for the en- 
suing year. 


Art. 5— To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6— To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 
\ 
Art. 7— To choose a Budget Committee of seven members 
to recommend amounts to be raised by the different depart- 
ments for the fiscal year of 1958 and 1959. 
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Art. 8 — To see if the Town will vote to establish the salaries 
of the Board of Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of Poor as 
follows: 1st Selectman—$1,000.00; 2nd Selectman—$800.00 ; 
3rd Selectman—$600.00. Budget Committee recommends Yes. 


Art. 9— To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to the use of the Australian Ballot System in future Town 
meetings. Budget Committee recommends Leave to Town. 


Art. 10 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to tar 350 feet of road in front of the 
Weeks Mills Post Office, Wilson Manning paying 50% of the 
cost. Budget Committee recommends Leave to Town. 


Art. 11— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for the Tylers Corner Road so-called 
from the Weeks Mills Post Office straight through to the 
Windsor Line. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 12 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to resurface the Alder Park Road. 
Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 13 — To see what sum of money the Town will raise to 
continue building road leading from Palermo line to Branch 
Mills, under the mountain, so-called. Budget Committee recom- 
mends $500.00. 


Art. 14— To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
$500.00 to repair and improve the road on Nigger Ridge, so- 
ealled. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 15 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of Town’s Highways and 
Bridges. Budget Committee recommends $5,500.00. 
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Art. 16 — To see what wages the Town will vote to pay for 
work on highways. Budget Committee recommends State rate. 


Art. 17 — To see if the Town will vote to divide the appro- 
priation between the three Fire Departments on a 40-40-20 ba- 
sis Instead of equally, in consideration that the China Village 
and South China Departments have two pieces of equipment 
to maintain and the Weeks Mills Department has only one. 
Budget Committee recommends Leave to Town. 


Art. 18 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the three Fire Departments, China 
Village, Weeks Mills and South China Fire Departments, such 
funds to be expended by the respective Departments. Budget 
Committee recommends $1,600.00. 


Art. 19— To see if and how much the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Palermo Fire Department in con- 
sideration of our dependence on them for fire protection in the 
Branch Mills section of Town, such money to be expended by 
the Palermo Fire Department. Budget Committee recommends 
$100.00. 


Art. 20 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
ralse and appropriate for the maintenance of Common Schools 
for the ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends $39,- 
000.00. 


Art. 21— To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of school buildings for the 
ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends $1,000.00. 


Art. 22 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of textbooks and sup- 


plies for the ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends 
$2,250.00. 
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Art. 23 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the insurance of the school buildings 
for the ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends $1,000.00. 


Art. 24— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used by the lunch program of the 
China Elementary School, said money to be expended by school 
lunch program. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 25 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of its poor for the en- 
suing year. Budget Committee recommends $3,000.00. 


Art. 26— To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Superintending School Committee to make a contract with 
some High School for the tuition of its scholars qualified by 
law to attend such schools in accordance with Chapter 41, Sec- 
tion 105 of the Revised Statutes of 1954. Budget Committee 
recommends. 


Art. 27— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay tuition of the High School schol- 
ars according to law, and if so how much. Budget Committee 
recommends $23,500.00. 


Art. 28— To see if the Town will appoint a fact finding 
committee of at least five members plus the school committee 
and the selectmen to look into the Sinclair Law and its effect 
upon China and surrounding towns. This committee to have 
the authority to call a special town meeting or to report at the 
next annual town meeting. Budget Committee recommends 
Leave to Town. 


Art. 29— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of eighty dollars to be divided equally between 
the China and South China Posts of the American Legion for 
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the observance of suitable ceremonies on Memorial Day, said 
funds to be expended by the respective posts. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $80.00. 


Art. 30 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for miscellaneous expense. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $100.00. 


Art. 31 — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
use Excise Tax Funds to defray miscellaneous expense. Budget 
Committee recommends Yes. 


Art. 32 — To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways, and 
bridges) under the provision of Sections 44 and 49, Chapter 23, 
R. 8S. 1954 as amended. Budget Committee recommends 
$1,464.00. 


Art. 33 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay interest on its indebtedness. 
Budget Committee recommends $1,100.00. 


Art. 34— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $135.00 for Public Health work in the Town, said sum 
to be expended by the Bureau of Health, State Department of 
Health and Welfare, in cooperation with local authorities. 
Budget Committee recommends $100.00. 


Art. 35 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for pre-school and school immunization 
clinics, said sum to be expended by the Health Council of the 
Town. Budget Committee recommends $200.00. 


Art. 36 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for advertising our Natural Resources, 
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advantages, and attractions. Budget Committee recommends 
Pass Over. 


Art. 37 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to discharge a portion of its indehted- 
ness on the School Building Loan. Budget Committee recom- 
mends $4,000.00. 


Art. 38 — To have the report of Fact Finding Committee on 
the Town Manager form of government. Budget Committee 
recommends. 


Art. 39 — To see what action the Town wants to take on the 
Town Manager form of government. Budget Committee recom- 
mends. 


Art. 40 — To see if the Town will vote (a) to enter into a 
street lighting contract with Central Maine Power Company 
for a term of not less than ten (10) years covering the Town’s 
existing street lighting system and such additional installa- 
tions as may be installed in accordance with the provisions of 
the contract; the Town to pay to Central Maine Power Com- 
pany for the street lighting service furnished and delivered to 
it under the provisions of the contract the sums prescribed by 
the Company’s applicable rate schedule, which in no event 
shall be less than 90% of the maximum amount of the Com- 
pany’s monthly billing to the Town for the street lighting 
service contracted for under the Company’s applicable rate 
schedule during any previous twelve months’ period expiring 
on the anniversary date of the contract, and (b) to authorize 
the Selectmen or the Town Manager to execute and deliver to 
Central Maine Power Company said street lighting contract. 
Budget Committee recommends Yes. 


Art. 41— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $457.20 necessary to cover the street light- 
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ing service furnished to the Town for the current fiscal year 
under the contract with Central Maine Power Company. Budg- 
et Committee recommends $460.00. 


Art. 42 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to install and maintain two street lights, one on 
Pole No. 01 and on Pole No. 02 on the Belfast road, easterly of 
South China Village. Budget Committee recommends Leave 
to Town. 


Art. 43 — To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to sanding and snow removal and raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the same. Budget Committee recommends 
$4,000.00. 


Art. 44— To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the maintenance of the Blinker 
Lights at South China and China Village. Budget Committee 
recommends Pass Over. 


Art. 45 — To see whether the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to designate a Permanent Committee of not more 
than eight members, viz., not more than five resident real 
property tax payers, and not more than three non-resident real 
property tax payers; all members of such Committee to be 
owners of real estate adjacent to the shore of China Lake; the 
objective of such Committee being to ascertain, and so far as 
possible to make recommendations to the Town to protect, the 
rights of the Town and of property owners of the Town in the 
maintenance of the water level of China Lake; said Committee 
having no authority to incur expenses for the Town or to 
pledge the credit of the Town without specific authorization 
by vote of the Town; said Committee to have, however, by 
virtue of its appointment and of this Article, any and all in- 
vestigative authority which the Town has and ean lawfully 
delegate to such Committee; such Committee to have power to 
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fill vacancies in its own membership by and with consent of 
the Selectmen; such Committee to be known as the Permanent 
Committee of China Lake Water Level, and its existence and 
powers to continue under simple confirmatory Article in the 
Town Warrant from year to year, unless and until the Town 
shall otherwise determine. Budget Committee recommends 
Leave to Town. 


Art. 46— To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to charge interest on tax liens. Budget Committee 
recommends Yes. 


Art. 47— To see whether the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes for the purposes of paying indebtedness of the Town, 
such notes to be paid during the current municipal year out of 
money raised during said municipal year of taxes, a sum not 
to exceed $35,000.00. Budget Committee recommends Yes. 


Art. 48 — To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 to be used for Civilian Defense and Public 
Safety, to be used by local C. D. Organizations. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $200.00. 


Art. 49— To see whether the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell at public auction only, any property owned 


by the Town by matured liens. Budget Committee recommends 
Yes. 


Art. 50 — To transact any other business which may law- 
fully come before the meeting. 


Hereof fail not and have you this warrant with your doings 
thereon. 
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The selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in session 
at the Town House on the days of said meetings, for the pur- 
pose of correcting the list of voters.
